Hawker Has a Record 


Has Earned Many Honors as an 
Aviator 
New York,-N.Y.—Harry G. Haw- 


ker, who started from St, Johns, New- 
foundland, on a trans-Atlantic flight 
in a-Sopwith airplane,'is an Austral- 
jan. He began his career as a mech- 
aic and rose t@ the rank of an aviator 
under the tutelage of Sopwith, one 
of the earliest British airmen. He 
first came into prominence on October 
24,°1912, when flying a Sopwith bi- 
plane, designed after the pattern of 
the Wrights’ machine; he established 
a British record of 8 hours and 23 
minutes for.a duration flighwand won 
the British Michelin trophy for that 
year, 

In 1913, fying a Sopwith equipped 
with a Gnome motor, he established 
a British altitude record of » 12,900 
fect, and on the same day carried 
aloft two passengers’'to a height of 
10,600 feet. Later he attained the 
world’s altitude record—28,500 feet— 
which was subsequently cxcelled. 
During the war he was an experimen- 
tal aviator assisting in the develop 
merit of Sopwith machines,

Troops of Dominion Took the Lead 
in War’s Sternest Battles 

The report of the overseas military 
forces of Canada tabled in the house 
of commons at Ottawa last week by 
Sir Edward Kemp, overseas minister 
of militia, contains 533 printed pages. 
It is a comprehensive history of the 
activities of the Canadian forces dur- 
ing the war period with definite data 
as to the strength of the personnel 
of the various-organizations at the 
time of the signing of the armistice, 

“I welcome,” says Sir Edward 
Kemp, in a preface to the report, “this 
opportunity of.expressing to the for- 
ees who have served in all theatres in 
all capacitics my heartfelt apprecia- 
tion of their magnificent achievement. 
Wherever a stern or difficult task had 
to be performed, wherever the fight 
was fiercest, Canadian troops were in 
the forefront, by their valor, patience, 
and skill upholding and increasing a 


refown which will endure for all 
time.” 
“Further, I would express my 


thanks to those in charge of the ad- 
ministration and ‘training of our 
forces, both in’ France and in England, 
By their efficiency and wholehearted 
endeavor our -ictories were made pos- 
sible, and they conclusively proved to 
the world that the citizen soldier, im- 
bued with the spirit of loyalty and 
self-denial, could be the equal of those 
who had made war a life-long study.” 

The succeeding pages which tell in 
narrative form the story of the incep- 
tion, organization and record of the 
various divisions of the Canadian 
foree are replete with information 
that makes the report practically a 
history of the war. A large portion 
of the volume is devoted to a descrip- 
tion of the yarious military opera- 
tions in which the Canadian forces 
were engaged during the four years 
of conflict with accompanying maps 
and explanatory notes. 

Dealing with the Canadians in the 
Royal Air Force, the report says it 
will no doubt be a matter of surprise 
to many to hear that over 8,000 Can- 
adians have held commissions in the 
air forces. An interesting table is 
given showing the comparative 
strength of the Imperial and Cana- 
dian Railway Construction Forces on 
the western front at the close of the 
various years of the war. While on 
December 31, 1914, imperial railway 
construction troops numbered 1,476, 
the situation had so changed on arm- 
istice day that Canadian construction 
troops numbering 14,877 were in the 
field while imperial troops of the 
same class numbered only 7,340, 

The report also shows that on 
armistice day the total strength of the 
Canadian forestry corps was 31,447, 
including 13 companies of Prisoners 
of war numbering 5,021, At the time 
the armistice was signed over 70 per 
cent, of the total timber used by the 
allicd armies on the western front 
.was supplied by the Canadian fores- 
try corps,

Canada for the 


Germans Using 
Stolen Machinery 


Belgian Engineer Says Factories Are 
in Full. Swing 

The process of extracting from 
Germany the machinery she has sto- 
len is an arduous one, 

An engineer who has just returned 
from a quest in the neighborhood of 
Cologne found four out of the eighty 
machines removed from his works be- 
tween Jan. 8, 1915, and Dec, 7, 1917, 
He-discovered incidentally that cight 
others had been worked to death in 
Germany, and knows that four more 
are still in Belgium. The whereabouts 
of the remaining sixty-four are un- 
known to him, 

This observer reports that not only 
are the German factories in full 
swing, but that they have been con- 
siderably enlarged during the war and 
show abundant signs.of prosperity, 
largely owing to the machinery: stolen 
from Belgium and Franée which has 
been sold to them by the German Go- 
vernment for almost nothing, But 
what is particularly exasperating is 
that the Germans have been keeping 
their own machines for use after the 
war and have been making munitions 
almost entirely with stolen machines, 
which, having been working night and 
day with inferior oil, which alone is 
available, are now mostly only fit for 
the scrap heap, 

Not only does one see the German 
machines resting while similar Bel- 
gian and French machines by their 
side are at work, but stores and Ger- 
man machine tool works are full of 
brand new machine tools, 

This state of things, coupled with 
the extreme difficulty, because of 
German mendacity, of tracing mach- 
incs or missing parts, and with the 
enormous amount of red tape involv- 
ed im claiming machines, makes the 
Belgians, whose works are idle and 
whose workinen are unemployed, 
nore than ever resent their not being 
allowed to take German substitutes in 
place of those worn out or destroyed, 

The engineer suggests as the only 
solution that the Germans should 
themselves be obliged to produce all 
| missing parts which are often hidden 
jin obscure store house, cach factory 
should be made to furnish a list show- 
jing where its stolen machines came 
{from, and for machines not found 
within three months and for machines 
|unfit for work, and machines destroy- 
ed, equivalent machines should be 
handed over to the Belgian industries, 
these to be taken from German mach- 
ine tool makers and industries. 

The sight of stolen raw materials 
in Germany, the one thing, after ma- 
chinery, Belgium most sorely needs 
at present—makes the Belgians al- 
most as furious as the sight of their 
machines in the hand of the enemy,

Danes Returning 
To Schleswig 


To Vote For Its Return To 
Denmark 
New York, N.Y, — Scandinavian 


steamships are filled with Danes, who 
have lived, many of them, for many 
years, perhaps even half a century, in 
America, who are now returning to 
their native Schleswig to vote for its 
return to Denmark, according to Lar- 
sen Ledet, of Aarhuus, who has re- 
cently arrived in the United States to 
take part in the national prohibition 
tours arranged by the Anti-Saloon 
League. 

“Denmark is the happiest country in 
Europe,” said Mr, Ledet, “for at last, 
after 55 years, she is to regain her 
Province of Schleswig. We want 
Schleswig back because it is Danish, 
but we do not want Holstein, because 
that is too German, and is the prov- 
ince where there has been the most 
trouble for the last century, 

“There is great joy in Schleswig to- 
day, for the vote as to the future 
allegiance of the province is to be 
taken next month. Everywhere the 
Danish flag, for the first time in many 
years, because of Germany's prohibi- 
tion, is now flying, although the pco- 
ple are still forbidden to speak the 
Danish language or to sing Danish 
songs. Germany is still oppressing 
the Danish people of Schleswig even 
today,.but the people are bearing up 
well, because they know that in four 
or five weeks it will be over, Then 
they will put an end to all teaching of 
German in the schools, and the prov- 
ince will rejoice. 

“Schleswig is about the most fertile 
part of Denmark, and is famous for 
its butter, eggs and bacon; it is en- 
tirely an agricultural country, Dur- 
ing the war, production was practi- 
cally stopped, because it was impos- 
sible to get foodstuffs from America, 
and it is necessary to get food from 
America. Many of the Schleswig men 
were mobilized by Germany and were 
made to fight in her front lines, and 
their death_rate was twice as large as 
that of the Germans on that account, 

“Denmark has had avery hara 
time in the war. Because of her po- 
sition, she was unable to defend her- 
self, and so had to be friendly with. 
both England and Germany, But al- 
though she was neutral in deed, she 
was, in her heart, entirely on the 
side of the Allles.” x

Schools of Long Ago 


Paper Was Scarce and Too Highly 
Prized to Waste 

In country schools, even till the 
middle of this centiry, writes Alice 
Morse Earle, in “Child Life in Co- 
lonial Days,” copybooks were made of 
foolscap paper, carefully sewed  to- 
gether into book shape, and were rul- 
ed by hand. For this children used 
lead plummets instead of pencils. 
These plummets were made of lead 
mélted and cast in wooden molds, cut 
out by the ever-ready jacknife, and 
were then tied by a hemped string to 
the ruler, These plummets were usu- 
ally shaped like a tomahawk and care- 
fully whittled and trimmed to a sharp 
edge. Slightly varicd shapes were a 
carpenter's or a woodcutter’s ax; also 
there were cannon, battledores, and 
cylinders, Paper was scarce and too 
highly prized for children ¢o waste; 
it was a great burden even to minis- 
ters to get what paper they needed 
for their sermons, and they frequently 
acquired microscopic handwriting for 
economy's sake,
